Remark 

This communication is responsive to the preliminary amendment and response 
dated April 18, 2005. Claims 1-12, and 25-34 are canceled. Claims 13-24 are 
presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Thompson on July 19, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 13, at line 5, after "output buffer" insert wherein the background is a 
raster image-; and at line 7, after "to" insert -a-, and after corresponding, delete 
"pixels" and insert -pixel-. 

In claim 23, at line 6, after "output buffer" insert wherein the background is a 
raster image-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-24, after further reconsideration, are allowed over the prior art. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to an architecture that implement raster image 
manipulations in a vector-based description, vice-versa, and/or draw a vector defined 
shape on top of a raster-based image by replacing the contents of the vector image with 
the bits from the raster image. The purpose is to enable transformation operations to be 
undoned or reversed with no distortion to the original image by removing the textual 
vector language instructions in reverse order, so that the manipulated image can be 
viewed through any browser without requiring the image to be rendered to a single JPG 
form. 

Chan (US 2001/0033284) teaches rendering a vector shape on top of a raster 
image for manipulation. See paragraph 0035 beginning at the last 6 lines of page 3 and 
ended at page 4, and also paragraph 0038. Smith (US 6870545) teaches the concept 
that implements mixing and manipulation of raster images in a vector-based description. 
See col. 3, lines 23-43. However, Chan and Smith fail to teach the combined features of 
method claims 13 and 23 in the manner recited in the claims, including generating a 
vector shape from a vector description in a HTML language page; copying the vector 
shape to an input buffer: copving a background (raster image) to an output buffer; 
copying a portion of the output buffer corresponding with the input buffer to the input 
buffer; and applying vector manipulations to the input buffer for display. 
For the aforementioned reason, the limitations of claims 13-24 are allowed over the 
prior art.
